Dairy Produce Supplies Many 
Interesting Features 


Very few, but equally Important 
changes were registered at the retail 
market to-day when retailers announced 
their reduction in prices of butter fol¬ 
lowing the arrivals of consignments 
from the prairie provinces: The fruit 
and produce row also provided some in¬ 
teresting features concerning the prices 
i«nd new arrivals. 

Alberta butter is non* selling in taro 
brands on the local market, Alberta 
number one demanding 46 cent*, while 
the choice creamery was newly listed to¬ 
day and reported a quotation of 44 
cent*, one cent lower than the higher 
grade. All Iqi-oI butter remained sta¬ 
tionary, but there la every indication 
that next week will provide further re¬ 
ductions in the quotations. It was 
stated by a leading retailer this morn¬ 
ing that the market could be expected 
gradually to ease off from now on until 
it came back to normal. Hot weather 
Is telling it* tale In many ways laud 
♦ Ime it was heard to have benefited 
the strawberries, this time it is play¬ 
ing a prominent. part in the price of 
egg*. With warm weather, consump¬ 
tion of egg* i* decreasing, the demund 
being smaller and no storage being done 
during the period, the supply is be¬ 
coming larger than the demand. Thus 
arises the necessity of a reduction in 
price. A new arrival which made its 
appearance on the market about three 
weeks ago when ii arrived from France 
•was not much heard of until the latter 
part oUthis week. 


Butter is down. This was the cry 
on wholesale row when retailers vis¬ 
ited lower Yates Street. Looking the 
quotations over they found that the 
prices had changed Wednesday night 
and had been reduced from two to 
one cent on the pound. Alberta but¬ 
ter sent through the firat carload of 
butter since the bad weather forced 
withdrawal of cattle from the pas¬ 
ture. Moose Jaw also delivered a 
carload of butter. This Is evidently 
the reason for the reduction, al¬ 
though this fluctuation was expected 
from the beginning of the week. It 
is very certain that thin I* the usher¬ 
ing TTf of the first of a series of ron- 
signments which have been expected 
to lift the rather short market. 

From now on It is ext*ected that 
the Alberta butter will be a promi¬ 
nent feature In the day’s trading in 
dairy produce. All grades including 
the special grades wore reduced a 
cent on to-day’s quotation list. The 
lowest figure reported in Alberta hut- 
ter \vas 37 cents on Grade 2. which
